THE WAY EVEKYBODY WORKS 


It was only u. few months a«o (September 17) 


that I told here of the creat need of jrood physi- 
ology for lay readers and expressed the wish that 
Dr. Howcll mieht t'et out a condensed popular ver- 
sion of his famous Textbook of Physiology( Saun- 
ders Co., Philadelphia), .which Is generally consid- 
ered the best physiology textbook for university and 
college students. There is certainly a steadily In- 
creasing demand for a good physiology book on the 
part of the public. 


Since then a book entitled "The Human Body," 


by Dr. Clendcnlng, was published by Knopf, and 
although not strictly a physiology textbook, Dr. 
Clendcnlng's book lias met with such a wide popu- 
larity that It Is at present among .the six best sel- 
lers in tho rionflction cfass. 
Another book called 


"Human Physiology/; for high school and college 
students, by Prof. Percy 0. Stiles, is published-by 
Saundcrs company, Philadelphia, and has recently 
gone into the fourth edition, which indicates that 
it is freely used in high-schools and colleges. Still, 
it is not the style of book-we need. The ordinary 
layman who desires to be fairly well informed about 
how the body works is likely to find Stiles a bit dry. 


Such textbooks as I have examined in the class 


of books -used in the common schools, are not satis- 
factory to recommend to lay readers in search of 
this information. These books deal with physiology, 
If at all, only In a desultory fashion, making it in- 
cidental to a vague course in "health." A fair ex- 
ample of these common school textbooks is a series 
of graded textbooks entitled "Healthy Living" by C. 
E. A. Winslow, D. P. H.. a recognized authority-on 
public health but not on physiology. In his books 
this author informs-the student that the skin is an 
"excretory organ" and makes many other inaccur- 
ate assertions which might do very well in a novel 
but are inexcusable in a textbook. 


Now, I am glad to say, there Is available an ex- 


cellent book for the ordinary lay. reader who wishes 
to know something about the 'way the body works. 
It is a new book by V. H. Mottram, who is pro- 
fessor of physiology in London university. Mott- 
ram's "Physiology" is published-by W. W. Norton 
& Co.. New York., and extraordinary to relate, it 
costs 
only $3. 
The author of ihlsv book sticks 


strictly to the subject of physiology;:;, though he has 
a certain knack, or is it iCs.tyle.-that makes his 
book easy and rather enjoyable "reading. I fancy 
it will be a long, long while before a better book 
of the kind will be published.: .although doubtless 
Mottram can improve on his style in future editions. 
For instance, he might fairly omit'those perfectly 
good words anterior and posterior, of which we 
.scientific folk'are so fond, and substitute the simple 
Anglo-Saxon (at least I hope th'ey are) words front 
and rear. Likewise he might say spineless instead

Snakebite 


."Our fishing season is here, and some of the best 
streams are in copntry infested, with rattlesnakes. 
Please advise what to do if struck by a rattler and 
no doctor is available. (S. P.) \ 


Answer—Wear boots or leggings to protect the legs 


two-thirds up to the knees. Rattlers seldom strike 
higher. Carry in-your pocket some potassium per- 
mansranatc, in crystals, powder or tablets. Immed- 
iately after a bite by a rattler apply a tourniquet 
around the limb above the fanr marks, and with a 
razor, or sharp pen; knife make criss cross incisions 
through the skin .a'tHhe position of the fang marks, 
to encourage bleeding'. .Then suck the wound a few 
minutes—no danger; when-pne..docs'this, unless his 
lips or;tonsue be. cut or-cracked. Then rub into 
the raw cuts or into the-fanjr! marks some crystals 
or powder of the permanganate. Of course it is pos- 
sible to inject a solution of permanganate with hy- 
podermic syringe, all around the fang: marks, this 
is best. After 10.minutes!loosen the tourniquet for 
one minute, then tighten it again. After that, loos- 
en It for a minute .even- five'minutes, and after an 
hour take it off altogether. This is the best treat- 
ment, short of administration of the antivcnom 
;sorum. •

bureau, 
estimates 


there are a total of about 1,500,000 
persons in Wisconsin who drive auto- 
mobiles and are required by law to 
obtain a license.
